it is net surprising that the Democrat* 
carried all the Congressional Districts in 
South Carolina by very large majorities.

York Times for examination, by which it 
is thus described: It is printed on very 
thin paper, of the kind ordinarily known

lines of fine print—the name of the coun­ 
ty, tbe titles of 13 offices, aud the names of 
19 candidates, printed in very pale ink. 
No one seeing it would doubt that it was 
meant to cheat with, and, as a matter of 
fact, it was a very useful instrument of 
fraud. In many districts it gave the Dem­ 
ocrats majorities greater than the whole 
number of voters. In others, a pretense of 
rectification was made by having a blind-* 
folded man draw out the excessive ballots. 
He naturally bad no trouble in grasping 
tbe large and thick tickets of the Republi­ 
cans, leaving the tissue paper to be counted. 
la Richland county, where, in 1876, there 
was a Republican majority of 1,500, and 
where tbe Republicans voted this year 
more solidly than they did then, the Dem­ 
ocrats have a majority of 2,800, more than 
the number of Democrats in tho county.

THE DEATH OF GENERAL RENO. 


A Remarkable Story»Ueuo Naid to 
Rave Been Deliberately Shot by a 
Member of Col. K. B. .Hayes* Regi­ 
ment. 
W ashington, D.C., Nov. IO.—The Sun­ 
day Herald prints to-day the following ac­ 
count of the death of Major General Reno, 
which it vouches for as coming from a 
trustworthy source: 
‘T he night before the memorable battle 
of South Mountain, the Twenty-third Ohio 
Volunteers, Col. Ii. B. Hayes, were en­ 
camped in a held in which there were a 
number of wheat stacks. The men were 
tired, and utilized the wheat in making 
their beds, to the destruction, necessarily, 
of the wheat. General Reno, passing that 
way in his rounds, 'discovered what they 
had done, and upbraided them in no meas­ 
ured terms for their conduct lo destroying 
private property, ming language that it 
would be Idle now to rep eat; and it was 
while he was thus engaged that a Colonel, 
who is now President of the United States, 
came up. attracted by the loud tones, and, 
announcing himself as the Colonel of the 
regiment, demanded what was the mean­ 
ing of the language used. General Reno, 
lo terms more forcible than polite, 
him 
and his 
regiment, and declared that he 
held him responsible for the conduct id 
his men. The next day, when the line 
was advancing on the enemy. Gen. Reno 
passed through the Twenty-third Ohio, on 
his way to the front. Only light skirmish­ 
ing was going on at the time. The Gen­ 
era^ had just left the dank of the regiment, 
when one of the men of the Twenty-third 
Ohio fired and killed him. At the time 
he was 6hot he was at least three-quarters 
of a mile from tbe|eoem y’e hoe. Colonel 
Bklles, .who was at the battle of South 
Mountain as Captain in the Twenty-third 
Ohio Volunteers, and was afterward Major 
of the Eighty-eighth Ohio, and at present 
is trading at Fort Clark, Texas, tells the 
above remarkable story, which comes from 
an officer of the army to whom Skiles re ­ 
lated it some time ago.”

Thereupon Mrs. Carpenter played the 
waltz on an organ, using a stop that gave a 
tone much like a bird’s. 
She played the 
waltz throngb, and as she ceased the bird 
began and sang the waltz nearly through, 
but it made a false note, and then warbled 
sweetly. The organ sounded again, and 
then the bird sung again. This time Dick 
sung the waltz correctly, and at the end of 
his song gave himself great airs, evidently 
proud ol his skill.

To the Editor of the New Tot k Tribune: 
£iu:—Long-co m, in u cd illness baa pre­ 
vented me Irom noticing Hie assertion, 
contained in the cipher dispatches tent 
from Florida to New York during the 
presidential canvass, 
that 
negotiations 
were in progress to purchase the votes of 
the Republican members of the Florida 
returning board. As one of the members 
of that board, I desire to lay before the 
public the following tacts: 
First—I never either directly or in­ 
directly, gave any 
one 
Dcmccrai 
or 
Republican, the slightest reason to suppose 
that money or reward of any kind would 
influence my official action. 
I know that 
no amount of money could have induced 
me to cast my vote contrary to my convic­ 
tion o! right, and I believe the same to be 
ttue concerning Mr. McLin. 
ti.cood—No R* publican ever intimated 
to me that any personal advantage would 
follow my vote for the Hayes electors; aud 
I decided as I did without expectation or 
desire of reward, believing tuat the Re­ 
publican electors were legally entitled to 
the vote of the State. 
Third—Before the canvass had com­ 
menced, and during the time when the 
Democrats (were making their absurdly 
zealous attempt to force the board by m in 
damus to commence thc'count before the 
time fixed by law, Mr. Manton Marble, in 
a conversation held at my house, after 
attempting to impress me with tho great 
danger that would arise to the country it 
Mr. Tilden were deprived of tho 4election, 
said : “I am a gentleman, >aud I see that 
you are one, and therefore you will not 
misunderstand men. I am Mr. Tilden’s 
near friend, knowing as much, if not more 
than any one else, of his views and opin­ 
ions ; and I now inform you that he is a 
man of * immense wealth 
and 
great 
gratitude, 
and 
if 
by 
your 
vote 
ne 
becomes 
President, 
you 
will 
have, not only the gratitude of the great 
Democratic party, but also the gratitude of 
Mr. Tilden, and all that that unities.'1 In 
answer I ignored all that had been said 
concerning Mr. Tilden,and only replied: 
'As a Republican, do you not suppose I 
would prefer the gratitude of the great Re­ 
publican party to that of the great Demo­ 
cratic party ?” This, I presume, was one 
ot the visits "wasted upon the controller.” 
Afterward Mr. Marble visited at my house 
several times, but nothing more passed be­ 
tween us concerning Mr. Tilden’s worth 
and gratitude. 
Duriig the progress of the cinv&ss, Mr. 
Andrew Banks, of Baltimore, visited Talla­ 
hassee, ostensibly to attend some business 
belore the state authorities concerning the 
purchase of lands. Aa a member of the 
board having control of the state lands, I 
had met Mr. Banks in New York a few 
months previously, and more recently had 
extended to him some slight courtesies in 
connection with his negotiations. 
One 
morning Mr. Banks, while walking from 
the hotel to the capitol with me, thanked 
me 
for 
my 
attention 
to 
him, 
as 
exhibited 
by 
the 
afoie- 
said courtesies, and said : “Now I wish to 
help you.” I replied: 
“I do cot see how 
vcu can do that except by assisting in es- 
tabllshinga National bank in Jackson­ 
ville.” This was a business project that 
had been discussed between us in New 
York. Hesald: “ that will ba done, of 
course, but I wish to help you ta your 
trouble here concerning the count.” 
My 
reply was: 
“You cannot assist us in deciding this 
question unless you are able to make the 
evidence so plain that there can be no mis* 
take concerning its meaning.” He rejoin­ 
ed : “I know,” or "you know that Tilden 
has carried the State and it only requires 
your vote to declare this result, and if you 
vote for the Tilden electors you can have 
whatever you desire in office ani money.” 
I asked him if he were in earnest, and who 
sent him to me with such a proposition. 
He replied that the proposition was made 
in good tilth, but denied haying been sent 
by anyone. He then went into the capitol 
and I looked around the hall and into my 
office, hoping to find some honorable Dem­ 
ocrat 
like 
ex Governor 
Walker, 
to 
whom 
I 
might 
request 
Mr. 
Banks to repeat his proposal; but seeing 
no one of this character, aud wlshiog to 
prevent any similar attempt I took Mr. 
Banks into the governor's office, which I 
knew to be empty, and said: "Go to those 
who sent you, and say that I should regard 
the election of Tilden as a national calam­ 
ity only to be excelled by civil war, and if 
the evidence before the the board induces 
me to vote tor the Democratic electors, be 
assured that I will never accept a favor 
from the Democratic party, nor from any 
individual Democrat” 
This ended the 
conversation. The national bank is not 
established. I spoke far more strongly 
concerning the probable evil result of Mr. 
Tilden’s election than I felt rn my cooler 
moments, as I was indignant at this at­ 
tempt to influence my vote. 
I am pleased to say that only one Florida 
Democrat approached me with such pro­ 
posals, and this was a member-elect of the 
legislature,twho had been a Republican, 
and who came to me the morning belore 
the decision of the board was made, and 
after bewailing the unhappy condition of 
the country, and expressing his fear that 
dire and unknown evils would occur unless 
Tilden were declared president, said that 
he would have more influence in the fu­ 
ture in state affairs than any other Demo­ 
crat, and my fortune should be assured if I 
voted for Tilden electors'; that I should be 
Conover’s successor in the United ti tales 
senate etc., etc. 
The dispatches show that at least two 
parties were informing New York that 
they oonld purchase the vote of a Return­ 
ing Board, and this corroborates the inform­ 
ation received .by the Republicans during 
the last few days of the canvass, that the 
Democrats were quarrelling among them­ 
selves as to who should have possession of 
the money sent for purposes of bribery. I 
have 
no doubt certain patties were 
attempting to obtain, or had obtained mon­ 
ey from New York, upon their assurances 
that they had bought a member or mem­ 
bers of .the board ; and had the Tilden 
electors received the certificate, would have 
retained the money, informing their prin­ 
cipal that it had been paid to the Repub­ 
lican members of the board.

Saving 3,000,000 Fish- 
From the Dubuque Herald, November 7. 
Fish Commissioner Shaw informs the 
Anamosa Journal that his expedition down 
the Mississippi to rescue youog game fish 
(rom the receding waters of the bayous 
along the river shores disbanded October 
24. 
The expedition was made In the 
steamer Dart, from Lyons. The agne and 
malarial feyer turned the steamer into a 
floating hospital days at a time, and new 
men took the place of those who were 
compelled to return home. 
Operations 
were begun four miles north of Lansing, 
Allakamee county and the bayous were 
thoroughly seined on both sides of the riv­ 
er as far southward as Burlington. 
It is 
estimated that the labors of the expedition 
have saved 3,000,000 fish from destraction.
